Concordia students want 
their university to be a military- 
free zone, at least according to 
Thursday's campus-wide 
referendum. 

With a voter turnout of 2345, 
the referendum question passed 
only by a margin of 50 votes. 
•We just squeaked by," said 
organiser John Kinloch. "The 
engineers voted massively 
against it." 

According to the question put 
before students Thursday, a 
military free zone "implies that 
no research or recruitment serv- 
ing military objectives will be 
permitted on campus." 

Refering to the small margin 
of votes in favour of banning 
military research and recruit- 
m cnt, Kinglaw'said, "well, we 



can't really scream we have a 
mandate to ban military 
research immediately — it 
would be stretching today's 
(Thursday's) result." 

But, he added, "the fact that 
more people (1156) voted in 
favour of the referendum than 
for the presidential team elected 
indicates support — and that's 
great." 

Both science and engineering 
students opposed the referen- 
dum, and, according to 
Kinloch, these faculties ac- 
counted for the 1106 no votes 

The McGill military-free zone 
referendum, held with Students' 
Society elections last week, fail- 
ed by a margin of 463, largely as 
a result of opposition from the 
engineering and science 
faculties.

OTTAWA — Two Redmen 
hockey players have been 
selected to the prestigious 
QUAA All-Star Teams: Veteran 
defenceman Gilles Hudon (first 
team for the second consecutive 
season) and sophomore goalie 
Darren Turner (2nd team). 

Turner was edged out of a 
position on the first team by Ot- 
tawa's Mario Bélanger, who 
had quit the Gee Gees in early 
January but returned a few 
weeks later. Bélanger played in 
only 2 regular season games 
during the second semester, 
both against McGill. 

The Redmen, who started the 
season with a bang (7-2-2), end- 
ed it with a thud (2-8-3). 
Following a well-earned tie with 
Ottawa on Feb. 12th which clin- 
ched second place, they drop- 
ped their final two games to the 
cross-town .rivals (6-2 at Con- 
cordia; 4-2 at McGill). Then the 
Red and White took on Ottawa 
in the QUAA best-of-five semi- 
finals. 

Ironically, the league's two 
all-star goalies (Bélanger and 
Turner) had a less-than- 
spectacular playoff round and 
neither played in the series' 
finale which ended in overtime 
(Feb. 26th). 

Game one was played at 
McGill (Feb. 20th). Ottawa 
took a quick 4-0 lead, and were 
ahead 5-1 before McGill storm- 
ed back to even the count at 5.-5 
late in the second period. The 
final stanza was scoreless until 
Ottawa scored the winning tally 
with only 36 seconds remaining 
in regulation time. Alain 
Robichaud scored twice for the 
Red and White, with singles go- 
ing to Mark Reade, Gilles 
Hudon, and Ricky Rourke. 

Game two, played in Ottawa, 
was a 10-5 nightmare in favour 
of the Gee Gees. Astoundingly, 
Coach Tyler switched goalies 
twice. Doug Harrison scored 2 
goals while Robichaud, Jean 
Poiré and Mike Babcock notch- 
ed the others for McGill who 
trailed 7-5 at one point in the 
3rd period. 

Game three at McGill was a 
9-5 blow out by the Redmen 
who had their backs against the 
wall, facing elimination.

Game four, back in the na- 
tion's capital, was a classic style 
playoff game which ended with 
a heart-breaking 3-2 loss in 
overtime. The Gee Gees scored 
early on a "jam-in" from- 
behind-the-net play but 
Ducharme evened the count on 
a power play at 19:37. The se- 
cond period was scoreless, and 
the smell of overtime rampant 



as both teams stepped on the ice 
for the 3rd period. 

Ottawa got the break they 
were looking for when one of 
their athlete-turned-actors took 
a dive in the neutral zone. The 
subsequent power-play goal at 
15:37 "broke-the-ice" and the 
Gee Gees led 2-1. Undaunted, 
the Redmen worked even harder 
and it paid-off when Robichaud 
scored the tying goal at 18:41. 

The overtime period ended 
quickly, but it was far from 
painless.

Cruise protects us 

Mankind cannot unlearn the secret of the atom. In other words, we are doomed to 
some kind of deterrence, equilibrium or balance at some level and in some form. 

Henry Kissinger 

Soviet aggression against the North Atlantic countries has been deterred by the 
maintenance of a military balance for almost forty years. A crucial element in that 
balance has been the existence of American strategic nuclear forces capable of sur- 
viving an attempted pre-emptive attack. All of NATO's other defences, conven- 
tional and nuclear, would be irrelevent if not backed up by the American strategic 
deterrent. 

Since the early sixties, the maintenance of that deterrent has rested upon a 
'Triad* of land based ICBM's, submarine based missiles and bombers. The idea is 
redundancy: Even if the Soviets were able to destroy two of these systems, one 
would remain. 

The Air Launched Cruise Missile (ALCM) that the US Air Force tested in nor- 
thern Canada last week is designed to preserve the effectiveness of the bomber base 
leg of the triad. Soviet air defences have improved to the point where bombers cur- 
rently in service (B-52's. dating back to the 1950's) cannot reach their targets 
within the USSR. The ALCM makes it unnecessary for American bombers to 
penetrate Soviet airspace. From now on, it is only necessary that they reach the 
borders of the Soviet Union: The cruise missile can then find the target by itself. 

The ALCM tested in Canada will therefore increase the redundancy, and hence 
the effectiveness at preventing war, of the American deterrent. This is the reason 
that the Carter administration decided to go ahead with the construction and 
deployment of the ALCM, and that the Reagan administration decided to continue 
on this course. It has little to do with first strike superiority, with limited nuclear 
war or with nuclear superiority. It has everything to do with deterrence; the deter- 
rence of attacks not only upon the United States, but upon any allied nation, 
Canada included.

Canada gives in 

Canada's participation in the testing of the cruise missile's guidance system is 
not part of her responsibilites as a member of NATO. Rather, it is a capitulation to 
the whims of Pentagon military policy. 

The cruise is just the first of many U.S. weapons systems that are to be tested in 
Canada. These tests are taking place under the auspices of the Defense Production 
Sharing agreement(DPS), This agreement, in contradiction to traditional Conser- 
vative and Liberal policy, subordinates Canadian defense interests to those of the 
United States. In the past, both parties have viewed NATO as the primary vehicle 
for Canada's defense interests. 

Under the DPS, Canadian military production and her armed forces become 
mere adjuncts of the American defense establisment. Consequently, any political 
decision concerning Canada's military policy is subordinated to the considerations 
of the Pentagon's military policy. 
And.what are the Pentagon's military policies for the 1980's and 1990's? 
In 1980 the Pentagon (i.e. the Department of Defence) adopted the operational 
doctrine "Air-Land Battle 2000". It is a doctrine incorporating 'emerging 
technologies', and the new generation of nuclear missiles. It calls for potential of- 
fenses in American military theatres. 

"By extending the battlefield and integrating conventional, nuclear, 
chemical, and electronic means, forces can exploit enemy vulnerability . 
anywhere. Fighting this way the U.S. Army can quickly begin offensive ac- 
tion by air and land forces to conclude the battle on its terms." 

Airland Battle Doctrine 

. ■ FM-100-5;Aug,82. 

Last December, at the meeting of NATO Defence Ministers, the U.S. held firm 
in their plan for NATO's adoption of the 'Strike Deep' operational doctrine— the 
European application of 'Airland Battle 2000'. Manfred Sadlowski, publisher of 
Military Technology, states 

"...the "Strike Deep" concepts calls for a rather offensive attitude with 

penetration attacks well inside enemy territory. ...(why should NATO make a 

gift to the Soviets of unilaterally being able to decide that the battlefield is to 

be limited to NATO's territory?)". 

The cruise missiles arc an intrcgal part of this doctrine. Their virtual undetec- 
tability ensures the element of surprise that is required for a 'first strike* weapon. 

And we must not forget the U.S.'s interventionist policies: remember Grenada? 
The 'Airland Battle' doctrine has given a new definition to the 'Rapid Deployment 
Forces', including the addition of 4000 cruise missiles which are to be deployed 
through 1984. 

Thus, as students we must make some decisions as to supporting the testing of 
the cruise missile guidance systems, whose applications within the various sub- 
doctrines of 'Airland Battle 2000', have pushed both Europe and the 'Third 
World* to the brink of nuclear war. The first decision, I believe, is to discuss how 
Canada can extricate herself from the Defense Production Sharing Agreement.

McGill social science students receive 
an ideology along with their degree. Tex- 
tbooks define the limits of normal and 
acceptable behavior within boundaries 
set by the governing system. 

But, former Chairperson of the 
Psychology Department, Dr. P.N. 
Milner, says that "the main purpose of 
psychology is a pure search for 
knowledge to understand human and 
animal behavior." 

"Personality" by Feshbach and 
Weiner, a compulsory McGill textbook 
for most, psychology majors, doesn't 
bear out his assertion. The book pur- 
ports to be a neutral description of scien- 
tific knowledge. The text claims to be 
"Guided by the scientific method and 
grounded on empirical evidence." 

The same authors also draw a clear 
pyschological distinction between the 
working class and the middle class. 
The middle class have a con- 
ceptual orientation, and their 
jobs involve the manipulation 
of symbols rather than ob- 
jects... The working class 
orientation toward life is 
motoric, in that they 
manipulate objects rather than 
symbols.. .middle class adults 
use more complex and less 
stereotyped language than do 
lower class groups. 



and working class people. Middle class 
people have the ability to think abstract- 
ly while the working class swears and 
cannot transcend the concrete. 
The authors continue: 
Psychological discipline in the 
middle class is often guilt- 
inducing and leads to both 
high-standards and self- 
control, while physical 
discipline in the lower class 
leads !o later aggression and a 
low degree of 

self-control(p.63-64). 

The middle class guilt-trip their pro- 
geny into states of high morality while 
the working class beat their children in- 
voluntarily. Luckily, we have the middle 
class in control. 

On drugs the authors warn:. "Aside 
from the alterations in mood and 
perception that hallucinogens produce, 
their consciousness-expanding effects 
have yet to be demonstratcd"(p.399). 
The clear implication here is that you 
shouldn't take drugs. Efforts to scien- 
tifically investigate what some consider 
to be a mystical experience can only 
result in the imposition of moral direc- 
tion. 

The authors' confidence in such a neat 
dichotomy between middle and working 
class is puzzling. In fact, sociologists 
have worked hard at dispelling the myth 
of a discrete variable.

Hamilton entirely rejects the theory of 
'middle-class values', and he. says that if 
a differentiation must be made it should 
be between lower middle class and mid- 
dle to upper class. 

Milner admits, "Psychology is not im- 
mune from the tendency to judge. It 
could be evaluative." 

The authors categorically reject 
Jung's theory of archetypes which 
humans share

characteristics which transcend cultural 
differences. 

The notion of an inheritance 
of an extraordinary set of 
visual, emotional, and 
behavioral tendencies, based 
on the acquired experiences of 
the species, is not 
acceptable.fp.106). 
The authors do not elaborate on their 
claim. Acceptance of Jung's theories 
would require rejecting subtle racist 
ideologies (differences of skin colour, 
ethnicity etc.). As well, it would raise 
conceptual difficulties as to the assumed 
superiority of Western scientific culture. 

Noam Chomsky, the father of 
modern linguistics, . says that social 
sciences exist to create ideological 
justification for various social practices. 

Chomsky suggests a method of 
analysis that takes into account the class 
position of the intelligentsia and their 
need to protect their interests. 

Chomsky's insights are reflected 
in"Personality's" use of 
"psychologically demonstrable"ex- 
amples. In this way "Personality" 
serves to justify the condemnation of 
drug use and the subjugation of 
the'violent' working class. 

The authors are forced to reject 
Jung's theory that humans share 
something that transcends visible dif- 
ferences to justify the inferior position 
of certain races in our society.

Bergeron mistreated 
fo the Dally: 

The University disciplinary proceedings 
against Anthropology student Gerard 
Bergeron are counter-productive. A pro- 
lessor ol Anthropology teels that his ability 
to serve this University has been jeopardiz- 
ed by rampant rumours circulating in the 
department alleging that he sexually harass- 
ed students. His concern Is valid to .the ex- 
tent that a person should not be disgraced 
by rumour alone. Serious allegations like 
this should be brought forward In a way that 
the professor can détend hlmselt. The real 
problem Is that such procedures do not ex- 
ist. Instead the professor has Instituted pro- 
ceedings against a student claiming that 
this one student Is the source of the disrup- 
tion In the Anthropology Department. The 
Code ol Student Conduct is being Invoked to 
show that Mr. Bergeron "knowingly 
obstructed University activities." 

Two points should be made. First, the In- 
tent and purpose of the Code are particularly 
misplaced here. The Code was not designed 
to supress discussion of Issues of pressing 
concern. There Is no doubt that sexual 
harassment Is such an Issue. No less than 
lour University committees have directly ad- 
dressed the Issue and It Is obviously topical 
enough to sustain all the troublesome dlscs- 
sion in the Department of Anthropology. To 
say this constitutes intentional obstruction 
ol University activities is ridiculous. 

Second, the heart of the problem Is that 
the rumour mill In Anthropology Is working 
overtime. The parties should be trying to 
cool things oil so that the real problems can 
be addressed. No single professor should 
m the locus ol a problem of general concern 
but neither should a single student be made 
the scapegoat for wide-spread rumour. Pro- 
ceedings against Gerard Bergeron will only 
generate further personal recriminations, 
sanction gossip about all those Involved and 
leed the beast devouring the Department ol 
Anthropology.

DaDy gools on grava story 
To the Dally: 

In the Interest of responsible and accurate 
journalism , we are compelled to comment on 
the Feb. 20 report by Denise Araiche and 
Mark Smith entitled "Mass graves found In 
Israel." The article relers to the presenta- 
tion given by American freelance journalist 
Tamara Kohns at McGill on Feb 15. Ms 
Kohns has been speaking to audiences in 
North America about her Investigation Into 
the where abouts of some 2,000-5,000 
Palestinians and Lebanese considered 
"missing" since the Israeli Invasion ol 
Lebanon In 1982. The Daily article has not 
only misrepresented certain basic facts of 
her story but has also failed to give a com- 
plete and lair account of Ms Kohns' 
discoveries. 

Speaking before about 90 people (not 
50), Ms Kohns staled that Information about 
the existence ol a secret cemetery IN the 
Gallllee NEAR the village of Touba (not vice 
versa) lirst came to her attention last 
February not "2 years ago." In fact, she 
made her lirst visit to the site on March 1, 
1983. The connection between the "miss- 
ing" and the cemetery was established 
when three eyewitnesses (not 2) trom Touba 
told her ol mass burials which they ahd seen 
during the last week ol July and the lirst 
week of August 1982. 

Furthermore, Ms Kohns stated that her 
suspicions as to the fate of the missing were 
aroused when Israeli Defense forces 
spokesperson Ranaan Glssen said in an in- 
terview that "they (the missing) were pro- 
bably handled Lebanese style" implying 
that they were brutally and barbarically 
treated (this is his definition ol 'Lebanese 
style')." Araiche and Smith claim that she 
rejected Gissen's statements. 

In addition to these mistakes, we (eel the 
Daily has not reported adequately the details 
and conclusions ol Ms Kohns" investigation. 



Instead, they Included quotes Irom Israeli 
Consul-General Yakov Aviad. which effec- 
tively discredit Ms Kohns argument without 
fully stating her case. The official Israeli 
response to Kohns's press conference 
acknowledged the existence ol the cemtery 
but claimed that it was used to bury Syrian 
soldiers from the '67 and '73 Mid-East 
wars. The Daily failed to point out that 
Kohns dismissed these statements, holding 
that the site did not exist before 1982. Fur- 
thermore. Aviad's claim that the Interna- 
tional Red Cross could substantiate the 
Israeli position Is Invalid since the Red Cross 
Is by obligation, bound to remain silent on 
such matters. When Kohns attempted to 
contact them they would provide no com- 
ment, verification or denial. To document 
her discoveries, she included photographs 
taken during her Investigation, which the 
Daily conveniently neglected to cite. These 
pictures clearly reveal that burial activity 
was also taking place after March 1. 1983. 

When covering events sponsored by 
McGill Students' Assns (McGill Arab 
Students' Association In this case), the Dal- 
ly should concentrate on reporting more 
carefully the content of the event. Given the 
controversial nature ol Kohns' discovery, 
accurate journalism would dictate closer 
adherance lo the actual story. Why did tho 
writers mention the five minutes CBC Inter- 
view aired the following morning, when we 
are not told what was said? On the other 
hand, they told us ot Aviad's reaction to it. 
in detail. Did the Daily contact him? If the 
Daily wanted an Israeli response, why not 
the comments ol an Israeli student present 
at the event, who in attempt to defend 
Israel's government said "Accidents can 
happen."

At the University of Saska- 
toon, Toxicology professors, 
Dr. H.O. Schiefer, Dr. E. 
Davis, and Dr. Forgie have 
received close to a quarter of a 
million dollars from the Depart- 
ment of National Defense to 
study a chemical agent known 
commonly as "yellow rain". 

Its chemical name is 
tricothescene and there is strong 
evidence that about six years 
ago the Soviets began using it as 
an anti-personnel weapon in 
Vietnam, Cambodia and 
Afghanistan. Classified as a 
mycotoxin because it is produc- 
ed by fungi, "yellow rain" 

CIA scares 

patients 

away

Recent publicity surrounding 
the CIA sponsored experiments 
at McGill's Allan Memorial is 
upsetting the day to day opera- 
tions of the institute. 

The hospital's walk-in clinic 
has lost about a third of its pa- 
tients. 

Dr. Kolivakas, clinical Direc- 
tor of the Institute, denies that 
it has anything to do with the 
press. "I don't attribute it to the 
recent publicity campaign," he 
said. 

Kolivakas admitted patients 
are more hesitant and 
suspicious* about their treat- 
ment. 

Dr Robertson, Director of the 
Institute, said, "patients are less 
willing to participate in 
research." 

"Patients seem more reluc- 
tant to sign consent forms and 
accept drug treatment," said 
Dr. Campbell, a staff 
psychiatrist at the Allan. 

Campbell, who defended the 
Allan in The Gazette, worries 
patients have the impresssion 
that some of Dr. Cameron's 
methods, including massive 
electroshock, and LSD treat- 
ment, are still practiced today. 

"Many patients have cancell- 
ed their electroencephalograph 
(EEG) appointments," Camp- 
bell said. 

The recent publicity has also 
affected the Allan staff. "It is 
bad for staff morale if people 
are associated with torturers," 
Campbell added.

inhalation. It gradually destroys 
the human immune system and 
the victim usually dies within 
three weeks. 

Dr. Leon Wolfe, Montréal 
Neurological Institute, a 
recognised expert on nerve 
gases, called its use "a nefarious 
act" which caused "a lot of 
scare" and said the political 
reaction to it was slow. Exactly 
what the U. of S. chemists are 
doing with the tricothescene is 
uncertain. 

However, mycotoxin research 
has agricultural applications; 
grains are sometimes con-
